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BUTTER INCONSISTENCIES. 


The general eating public pay the retail 
grocer 3lc. per pound for genuine creamery 
butter. The grocer pays the dealer 27c. per 
pound for the same article. Allowing the 
dealer himself a fair profit, he pays, or says 
that he pays, the dairy 22c. to 23c. per pound 
for his stuck. That is the distributing and 
consuming end of the butter transaction. It 
is interesting now tc take up the dairy and 
work the other end of the string—the farmer 
and the manufacturing end. 
much 


We hear so 
these financial days about the poor 
farmer and how he is oppressed by the butter- 
ine or oleomargarine people who steal the 
market whic.. might be supplied by the extra 
4,000,000 milk cows which the farmer has 
not as yet. We, in this benevolent connection, 
hear nothing about the profit which is unjustly 
withheld from the dairy farmer by the pur- 
chasers of his milk. The butter interests hold 
up the hand of horror at the possibility of 8c. 
worth of stock being made into an 18c. retail 
butterine product, though they do not charge 
that the article itself is unhealthy in any 
sense. Here the moral shock ceases. Our 
dairy friends in their beneficence of sentiment 
are not in the least shocked at the fact that 
Sc. worth of milk—the farmer being paid the 
Sc. for his barnyard milk—is manufactured 
into a 3lc. retail product having a residue of 
skim stock sufficient to help fatten quite a 
herd of porkers at the dairy pig stye. The 
figures quoted below are not ours. They are 
from the statement made by the Easton and 
Greenwich Elgin Butter and Cheese Associa- 
tion of New York State for the month of 
October. They are representative of all other 
creameries, and speak eloquently to the farm- 
er and the legislator. After reading them 
and examining them ask your “Congressman 
why the dairy interests require a 10-cent-per- 
pound tax on such a healthy and desirable ar- 
ticle as butterine. 


The creamery company above referred to, in 
its frankness, says that for October it util- 
ized 125,000 lbs. of milk from which were 
made 6,108 lbs, of butter sold and 723 lbs. of 
butter drawn, thus using less than 19 lbs. of 
milk to one pound of butter. Dairies which 
buy milk from farmers usually pay them 2%4c. 
per gallon for milk and they generally pay 
that on a 5 per cent. butter fat test. As a 
gallon of milk—pure milk—weighs elightly over 
8 lbs., it takes less than 2% gallons of milk 
for a pound of butter. For this the farmer 
in the country gets less than 8c. The dairy 
realizes 22c. and they complain about compe- 
tition. No wonder daries are multiplying and 
the covetous eye bulges with greed. 


JUGGLING THE CURRENCY. 


The currency of a country is primarily in- 
tended to be a medium of exchange among 
its people for the convenient transaction of 
their daily business. When financial bodies 
or individuals who are able to act with the 
same result, use the money of the land simply 
as a substance for brokerage either to ham- 
per a particular business for private gain in 
another way or to cripple the contmercial life 








of the country, a crime has been committed. 
Possibly it is useless to call attention to the 
matter, but the suggestion is irresistible that 
the financial system in which such a thing is 
possible is fruitful of evil and should be rem- 
edied in that respect. 

If, six months ago, we were free from finan- 
cial strain, it is abnormal that in so short a 
while, with the balance of trade in our favor, 
we should now be faced with a stringency of 

25,000,000, for instance, because, possibly, 
bankers or financiers desire to sell bonds at 
130, which cost them slightly above par. If 
the Government has to sell bonds to the na- 
tional banks to obtain circulation and then 
have to buy back its own paper at a very 
high premium to put money into circulation, 
one naturally looks at the system and asks 
for a remedy. There should be a cheaper and 
more gradual release of funds from the Treas- 
ury. The evil of our commercial life has been 
the switching of our medium into the hands 
of a comparatively few who play dollars 
against dollars in speculation and financial 
wars to the impairing of the medium itself, in 
the every-day life of the great bulk of the 
people. This has nothing to do with the polit- 
ical cry of gold or silver. It is simply a mat- 
ter of brokerage in handling the medium of 
the country as a substance in speculation. No 
other government has to face such financial 
conundrums and our system should be rid of 
them. 





THE ANGLO-AMERICAN-GER- 
MAN DREIBUND. 

The withdrawal of Prof, Stiles, the able 
scientific attaché of the American embassy in 
Berlin, is to be deeply regretted. His value for 
spreading reliable information as to the Am- 
erican meat industry was equally great as his 
services in unmasking the rather skilful game 
of the agrarian with alleged sanitary consid- 


erations. It is openly asserted and freely ad- 


mitted that the cause for the Doctor’s removal 
lay in his conflict with the German Health 
Department, and especially in his refusal to 
accept its official statements as final. We feel 
quite confident that the Department of State 
would not have consented to Mr. Stiles’ re- 
moval if his good work could have been jeop- 
ardized by the same. It is a strange coinci- 
dence that simultaneously with the retirement 
of the too zealous American champion, rumors 
spread of the resignation of Ambassador 
White on account of his rather too pronounced 
zeal for the maintenance of cordial relations 
with Germany. These rumors are officially 
denied. Things seem to have changed marked- 
ly. Not so very long ago a German-Ameri- 
can war appeared by no means improbable 
to the American press. Now a triple alliance 
of the United States, Great Britain and Ger- 
many is rather seriously discussed. The sin- 
cerity of such projects is best tested by actual 
facts. If American withdrawal of Stiles 


be responded to by German concessions in 
the meat inspection bill, our skepticism may 
diminish. As yet, we prefer to await further 
developments, 
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THE ARMY RATION. 


Climate and diet puzzle theorists whose in- 


vestigations are not attracted by the practical 
experience of people in the climatic conditions 


discussed by them. The following is from 


the report of an American army surgeon of 
volunteers in the Philippines, who feels that 
he is confirming some observations made in 
Porto Rico. 


“You might as well expect men from the 
North Pole to keep cool and comfortable in 
the Philippines, wearing furs, as to expect 
them to keep their health there while depend- 
ing upon the same nitrogenous diet that they 
found satisfactory and necessary in a colder 
climate. There is altogether too much meat 
in the ration. There is not enough of fresh 
vegetables and fruits. The ideal ration for 
our soldiers in the Philippines wduld be al- 
most exclusively a farinaceous diet. Cereals, 
particularly hominy and rice, should be used, 
and canned fruits.” 


He says: 


Nothing is so fatal to a theory as a fact; 
and experience out-argues conjecture. Vege- 
tarians in any climate are lifeless, shortlived, 
weak, frail, and slow in every sense of the 
term. They are humans narrowed to small- 
ness in statue, intellect and feéling. 

Meat seems as essential a diet in the tropics 
as in other zones, afver the system has become 
the 


blood; a persistent diet of them seems to car- 


climatized. Fruits and vegetables cool 
ry the cooling process to such an extent as to 
take the fire and steam out of the nature of 
man, 

The Chinese are essentially vegetarians, the 
rice eaters particularly. They are a weak, 
cowardly, listless lot. The Hindoos are of a 
similar type with similar habits. The Arab 
is generally a meat eater in a hot climate. He 
is robust. ~The Asiatic generally is a trifling 
type of humanity chewing vegetation mostly 
as a diet. Contrast these indigenous people 
with the white races who live among them, 
and then contrast these with their brothers in 
Europe and America. The Spaniard living 
upon meat in Cuba and Porto Rico for a long 
time was hardier than the insipid native who 
pitted the albuminoids of his farinaceous diet

The need for such an antiseptic has 
so grown in Britain that the parliamentary 
commission on preservatives now taking testi- 
mony in London is almost mobbed by the 
merchants, packers and Chambers of Com- 
merece throughout the United Kingdom de- 
manding that borax, beracie acid and such 
healthful antiseptic agencies shall not be pro- 
hibited or unduly interfered with by the gov- 
ernment in the contemplated Preservatives 
Bill. It is stated that this agency alone has 
made Britain’s great trade in mild cured pork 


products possible.

ASKING FOR FREE HIDES. 


Washington, Nov. 30.—The unconditional! 
repeal of the duty on hides is the subject of a 
bill which will be introduced in the House 
of Representatives by Mr. Moody of Massa- 
chusetts upon the first bill day. The first sec- 
tion will repeal the duty of 15 per cent. now 
imposed upon hides; the second section will 
place hides upon the free list. Mr. Moody 
proposes to ask a nearing from the Committee 
on Ways and Means upon the merits of his bill 
and will have present at the hearing repre- 
sentatives of the Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce and of the principal shoe and leather 
exchanges, 





AMERICAN BEEF IN GERMANY. 


U. 8. Consul Hughes, at Coburg, Germany, 
writing under date of Oct. 18, 1899, says: 

“I would call attention to the opening for 
American fresh beef in this consular district, 
in spite of the regulations against its impor- 
tation. If some of.the large Chicago concerns 
would establish proper agencies—like those in 
any of the smaller towns of the United States 
—and use them as feeders for the surrounding 
villages, the business would, without doubt, 
pay from almost the start. But the same 
amount of push is necessary in Germany as 
at home to make anything a suecess. I have 
repeatedly shown persons who have written to 
this consulate for information how they could 
do a large and paying business in provisions, 
but they all want to send their goods C. O. D. 
This cannot be done. German merchants wish 
to see the article they are buying and also to 
have three months’ credit. The local trader 
is honest, but he must have time or he cannot 
do business. 

“The poorer people in Thuringia live almost 
exclusively on potatoes, black bread, and beer. 
We take their dolls and china; they want our 
beef; why not let them have it?’

FRESH MEAT IN PHILIPPINES. 


Letters have been received recently in Bos- 
ton from a naval officer stationed at Manila, 
saying that plans have been made to establish 
a line of regular communication with Aus- 
tralia by which fresh meat can be supplied 
constantly to both the army and the navy. 
Three ships have been selected for this serv- 
ice, the Culgoa, the Celtic and the Glacier. 
The Culgoa and the Celtic are supply ships 
and the Glacier is a refrigerating ship. They 
will make fortnightly trips between Manila 
and Australia. 





CANNED GOODS IN PHILIPPINES. 


There is a good opportunity to introduce 
canned goods into the Philippines, and build 
up a large and profitable trade. It is report- 
ed that a number of Pacific coast packers 
have representatives in the islands studying 
the situation as thoroughly as may be in the 
present unsettled condition of the country. 





35,000 CATTLE FOR CUBA. 


W. J. Cox, of El Paso, Tex., has begun 
shipping for Cuba the first consignment of 
10, head of Mexican cattle. The whole 
number must be shipped by January 1.

THE UNDERTONE FAIRLY GOOD BUT 


LIKELY TO BE DISTURBED IN 
THE EVENT OF MARKED IN- 
CREASE IN THE RECEIPTS OF 
HOGS—A GOOD HOME DEMAND 
FOR THE PRODUCTS GOES A 
LONG WAY IN STEADYING THE 


MARKET—EXPORT DEMANDS ARE 
SLIGHTLY BETTER BUT WITHOUT 
MUCH VITALITY. 


The course of affairs this week has borne 
out essentially the indications in our previous 
reviews. It has shown that a good deal has 
depended upon the receipts of hogs; indeed, 
that that has been the main factor, while ex- 
pectations that only slight changes in prices 
would happen in the near future have been 
in the developments of the week. Of course, 
the sentiment is that the undertone is fairly 
strong. but we notice that upon any indica- 
tions of slightly increased receipts of hogs it 
is shaken up a little to an easier basis; there- 
fore. the conclusion that the market has not 
yet got to the point upon which reliance can 
be placed of permanent strength. Yet there 
are other features that would stimulate the 
situation, with the anxiety to get the hogs in 
upon a more favorable basis out of the way. 
The receipts of hogs, as compared with this 
time last year are much less, and, although 
they are of better quality than then, yet the 
general production is so much less, that the 
fact that exporters in a general way are com- 
paratively quiet over the offerings, means less 
than usual, while a good home consumption is 
contributing in a considerable degree to the 
temper of a fair degree of steadiness over 
prices, while serving to prevent packers from 
crowding prices of the products to a materi- 
ally easier basis, however anxious they may 
be to get the prices of swine down further. 
Then again at this writing it is thought that 
a substantial reduction has been made in the 
stocks of most of the desirable products. for 
the month. even though exporters manifest 
some indifference, while we think that there 
are signs that some export markets believe 
that there is not much risk taken in buying 
at current figures, and that there is some in- 
crease of buying orders from them this week. 
Unauestionably when the market becomes 
fairly settled. or at least is looked upon that 
way, there will be a vigorous export demand. 
as from all reports there is no diminution of 
consumption in Europe, but only that the dis- 
tributers there feel like waiting until the 
weakness is well eliminated in this country, 
while perhaps counting a little more upon their 
home grown hogs, and which are likely to be 
not only more numerous than last year, but 
of hetter anality on the cheaper feeding than 
then, and as well indicated from their enor- 
mous takings of corn from this country. It 
is, however, a little surprising that the prod- 
ucts have not done better in price this week, 
in a spurty way at least, considering the 
marked deficiency in the receipts of hogs as 
compared with Jast year, and that the market 
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has held only a little stronger at times might 
be regarded as indicating less tone really than 
seems to have been indicated as accepted by 


traders in a general way. With reduced 
stocks of the products, small receipts, by com- 
parison of hogs, and the good home demands 


for the products, it would seem as though a 
better market should have come about, if the 
outsiders were a special factor in the deals at 
present. We ure inclined to think on that 
account, as outside of the packers’ desires 
over cheaper hogs as an influence, that the 
short interest is of more importance than 
generally realized, and that perhaps after bet- 
ter carrying charges have been established, 
and particularly if receipts of hogs should 
not run especially large, that there may be a 
little more regular temper. Hogs have gone 
off in price more than the products, and the 
latter now can be produced upon a basis that 
isenot decidedly against the packers, and by 
comparison with the difference in prices early 
in the season encouraging, and a little turn in 
the market for the products may be of more 
advantage, temporarily, at least, than figuring 
to get hogs cheaper, particularly if the re- 
ceipts of the swine in the near future are not 
remarkably large. There are probably plenty 
of hogs in good marketable condition held 
back in the country by reason of the late 
lower marketable prices for them, and if the 
swine are crowded down further in value it 
is possible that the near future will not show 
an excessive supply of them at marketable 
points, and a feeling may be helped along of 
greater steadiness over the prices of the prod- 
ucts. Some time or other these hog supplies, 
of course will be of greater volume, and it 
will then depend upon greater activity in the 
products for sustaining the prices. It is this 
feeling that makes the later future look bear- 
ish. Next month will show more the prob- 
abilities of the short interest, and its neces- 
sities over covering, while there seems to be 
an impression that with the turn of the month 
will come more clearly understood general 
conditions. There is little doubt but that lard 
is being more actively consumed this year in 
this country and Europe. and because of .its 
low prices, but the fact remains that distrib- 
uters of it are allowing their accumulations 
to run lower than then, because of the un- 
stable condition of its market, while when 
they feel that bottom has been reached that 
they will become large buyers. Then again, 
hog meats are relatively cheaper than in the 
previous season with beef, and its takings by 
consumers are larger, while notwithstanding 
the aversion of distributers in this country to 
buy the products liberally, on account of the 
feeling that they may get them cheaper, yet at 
the same time they are compelled to buy 
largely to satisfy steady consumptive wants, 
while this home consumption, as before re- 
marked, is a leading influence in keeping the 
market where it is. There is plenty of money 
down South this year, as well as throughout 
the Southwest. by reason of the high prices 
for all productions there, and foodstuffs there 
are being bought freely. while wants in those 
sections are large just now. on the general 
employment of labor in handling the crops. 
In New York, the city cutters are doing a 
good business in hams and shoulders, while 
they are readier sellers at the prices because 
they can get hogs cheaper. They are having 
not only a better local demand, but receive 
more buying orders from neighboring markets 
and from the mining regions. They are also 
placing their lard rather freely on wants of 








foreign and domestic markets. The compound 
lard business is only moderate; while the prod- 
uct has easier prices of oleo-stearine for 
its make it is confronted by higher cotton oil, 
and the prices for it, as compared with pure 
lard, are not so far apart as last year at this 
time, and when a large business was going 
on by reason of its more favorable trading 
basis. The Continent shppers here are taking 
refined lard moderately well, but they are not 
at all brisk in their demands. The United 
Kingdom shippers are doing little in steam 
lard here, with the belief that they will pos- 
sibly get better terms. There is a steady 
business in hog products generally with the 
West India markets, but it is not up to ex- 
pectations, and is not likely to be at all likely 
or general until there are better money condi- 
tions down there.

AUSTRALIAN SHIPMENTS OF MEAT 
AND BUTTER. 

Conditions have been laid down by Minister 
for Agriculture Hon. J. V. Chataway for the 
proposed facilities for the carriage of chilled 
meat and dairy produce in refrigerated cham- 
bers by weekly steamers to Sydney, N. 8S. W.., 
Australia, says the “Queenslander.” 

MEAT. 

1. Provision to be made in the refrigerated 
chambers for 1,000 quarters of beef. Meat 
to be placed on board the steamer at a tem- 
perature not exceeding 32 degrees Fahr. 

2. The temperature of the chambers is not 
io exceed 32 degrees Fahr. before loading is 
commenced, and must be maintained at that 
temperature on the voyage from Brisbane to 
Sydney. 

3. The maximum charge for freight to Syd- 
ney not to exceed 14d. per Ib. 

DAIRY PRODUCE. 

4. Space to be provided weekly for 2,000 

boxes of 57 Ibs. net, to be placed on board at 
a temperature not exceeding 40 deg. Fahr. 
5. The temperature of the butter is not to 
exceed 35 degrees Fahr. at any time during 
the voyage, and until placed on board the 
oversea steamer in Sydney. 

6. The contract steamer to go alongside the 
outgoing steamer in Sydney to deliver the 
dairy produce direct from hold to hold. In 
the event of the steamer failing to connect 
with the oversea steamer, the contracting com- 
pany shall provide cold storage and pay all 
expenses in connection therewith until re 
ceived on board the oversea steamer. 

7. The maximum freight to Sydney not to 
exceed £1 10s. per ton of forty boxes to the 
ton, each box weighing 57 Ibs. net. 

8. Other terms and conditions in accordance 
with customary bill of lading.

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Chicago Live Stock Review. 


CATTLE.—November has been a big 
month in the volume of cattle arriving on 
markets, the number here reaching 225,000, 
an increase of more than 25,000 over the 
record for same month last year. Barring 
the post-range season slump of last week, 
the market has been a good one and cattle of 
merit have been making exceptionally good 
prices. Regarding the terrific slump of the 
latter helf of last week, cattle raisers and 
shippers should remember that we always get 
a break in the market immediately following 
close of the range season, influenced by the 
fact of the native owners letting go of im- 
mature and no better than medium qualified 
steers to get them marketed before closing 
of winter, thus forcing heavy supplies of 
dressed beef stock on the market at a time 
when practically the whole season’s crop of 
range beef is in the storage houses of the big 
slaughterers. The recent slump was more se- 
vere than usual, perhaps due to the fact of 
general run of beef cattle prices having been 
higher than at this season for a number of 
years and there was more room for slump. 
This slump amounted to anywhere from 40 
to 75 cents per cwt. and applied to all beef 
cattle except the few loads that go as 
“Christmas cattle.” Under a shrinkage of 
more than one-half in the volume of cattle on 
the market compared with last week, the cur- 
rent week has witnessed an almost complete 
recovery in prices except for common and 
lightweight steers that range in price from 
$4 up to $5.25, grades that are quite numer- 
ous and unpopular with buyers. 

With the advancing market of this week, 
prices now current are fairly back to the 
best point of the month, and the only im- 
mediate danger is that this advance, as sud- 
den as was the recent slump, may start an- 
other big volume of cattle toward market and 
force another break. 

While the November receipts show little 
difference compared with October, there has 
been a shrinkage of nearly 25,000 in number 
taken for shipping account, the number for 
November being 52,000, against 76,000 in 
October. 

Extreme top-priced beeves are now selling 
around 25 cents higher than at the beginning 
of November, but it should not be overlooked 
that right now is the time for getting what 
are known as Christmas cattle into market, 
and these always command more or less of a 
premium. The bulk of medium to choice 
steers are selling between $5.50 and $6.25 and 
do not show material difference in price com- 
pared with first part of the month, though 
40 to 60 cents higher than one week ago. 
Cattle from $5.30 down are lower than early 
in the month and will perhaps hold around 
the present basis. 

The stocker trade has been of small volume 
all week, supplies are quite plentiful, but 
largely of a common grade that buyers do 
not care to take into the country at this 
season of the year. Feeding steers that are 
in shape to be put on full feed at once are 
not more plentiful than demand calls for and 
prices are held to a steady standard at $4@ 
4.75, with bulk at $4.25@4.60. Common to 
fair stock steers rule weak at $3 to around 
$4, and stock heifers $2.50@3.40. 

The butcher market has again worked into 
pretty fair condition. Choice fat cows, heif- 
ers and yearlings sell about as well as any 
time this season. Canner grades are also in 





strong demand at firm prices, as high as be- 
fore the break, while medium cutters are 
also better sale than a week ago, though not 
showing full recovery. Bulls have picked up 
with other grades of butcher stock. Calves 
are a point higher than last week for at- 
tractive veals. Milkers and springers, if good 
to choice, meet quick sale, but others are 
slow to find outlet. 


HOGS.—The November marketing of hogs 
rounded out 771,000, an increase of 105,000 
over October, but still 141,000 under record 
for November last year. The increased mar- 
keting was naturally looked for, and, in fact, 
has not been as large as some had expected, 
though when the cold late spring is taken 
into account a smaller month’s showing need 
not have been much of a surprise. In a gen- 
eral way the trend of the market has been 
toward a lower level of prices; Eastern ship- 
ping operations have dropped off severely, as 
usual, when the season for marketing hogs 
from the farms of Ohio and other Eastern 
States arrives, and the local slaughtering 
trade has had the making of the market 
largely to themselves. 

At the beginning of November the bulk of 
hogs were selling at $4@4.25. There have 
been little rallies that were not more than 
temporary, the general market inclining to 
lower values, and the close of the month finds 
bulk selling at $3.70@3.75, a slump of 30 
to 50 cents, with the severest decline being 
on the prime sorts that go to the shipper 
and butcher trade. 

There has been big improvement in quality 
and weight of hogs during the month, and 
this, to a large extent, accounts for the nar- 
rowing down in range of prices to little more 
than 10 cents, while at the beginning of the 
month it was fully 25 cents. 

Eastern shippers have taken only 78,000 of 
the month’s total supply, leaving over 690,- 
000 bought by local slaughterers, the shipper 
operations showing a failing off of 40,000 
compared with October. 


SHEEP.—Receipts of sheep for the month 
were 313,000, about 37,000 less than for Oc- 
tober, but 24,000 above figures of November, 
1898. The market has had its November ups 
and downs that always follow close of the 
range season, and close of the month finds 
general run of prices for fat sheep and lambs 
a little lower than opening, but with a strong 
undercurrent to the market that looks like ad- 
vancing prices. Feeder trade is small, but 
prices show very little change. Top lambs 
are worth around $5.50, bulk of fat lambs 
$5@5.35, feeder grades $4.50@4.85. Best fat 
muttons sell close around $4.40, a few year- 
lings at $4.75, medium muttons $3.75@4, 
common to fair $2.50@3.50.

This display will consist of 
live stock, both on hoof and dressed, with all 
kinds of by-products, machinery, feeding ap- 
pliances, and all the thousand and one things 
connected with the industry. 

A number of breeders’ associations held 
their annual meetings in Chicago last week, 
and each one of them indorsed the proposition 
and proceeded to give their aid toward mak- 
ing the exposition a success. These associa- 
tions made appropriations towards the pre- 
miums for the show:

Chicago Provision Market. 


Little that is new can be said of the provis- 
ion market. Provisions have kept within the 
narrowest. possible ranges, and at times quo- 
tations have been merely nominal. Receipts 
of hogs continue fairly liberal, and packers 
generally are not disposed to advance prices 
of product until the expected heavy runs are 
over. The tone of the market, however, is 
firm; in fact, it has really ruled strong, con- 
sidering the weakness of grain. The export 
demand has been in a measure disappointing 
for lard. The stocks of old lard and pork are 
liberal enough to count against the specula- 
tor. The stock of ribs is light. Outside spec- 
ulation is small. After Jan. 1 there is to be 
an improvement in the quality of all the spec- 
ulative styles of product, and the buyer of 
January or May lard or ribs will be 
certain of getting on his contract ribs 
or lard better in value than the prod- 
uct which has been delivered out here- 
tofore. That will mean something intrinsi- 
cally when the new inspection rules are in 
practice, and it will mean even more ulti- 
mately in a sentimental way. There is no in- 
clination among either the packers or profes- 
sionals to bull prices now. There is probably 
some December liquidation left, and before 
that is over there will be the January selling

to do. There is a growing belief that some- 
where between January and May buyers of 
product at around the present range will be 
able to make a profit, but packers for the next 
thirty days or so will be disposed to fill up 
and discourage any too enthusiastic buyer. 
The manufacturer does not want to see any 
buying fever start in the product, lest it should 
spread to the yards and affect the live hog 
price. 
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Chicago Board of Trade Notes. 


All the pits show the effect of the recent 
ruling of the Board of Trade officials directing 
that all cross-trading be stopped and all or- 
ders be filled in the open market. “There is 
a marked difference in the character of the 
market since last Tuesday’s ruling,” says a 
pit professional. “There is trade now all the 
time, and an order can be filled within 1-16c. 
With no actual increase in the outside busi- 
ness, the fact that all the orders must be now 
put in the open market makes the trade look 
25 per cent. larger than it was, and everybody 
is satisfied except those who were making 
money by ‘crossing the orders.’ ” 

A stormy and protracted meeting of the di- 
rectors of the Chicago Board of Trade was 
held on Tuesday afternoon to try John F. 
Barrett, of the firm of Barrett, Farnum & 
Co., which recently failed, on charge of un- 
commercial conduct. Mr. Barrett was found 
guilty after a very bitter fight among the 
directors, and was suspended from all priv- 
ileges of membership of the Board of Trade 
for one year. The final vote stood eight to 
seven against Mr. Barrett. The charge was 
that Mr. Barrett traded on his credit, and 
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It is a direct heat system. 
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when the firm failed for $300,000 the assets 
were only $30,000. 

The case against A. R. Jones, of the firm 
of A. R. Jones & Co., charged with bucket- 
shopping, was continued for one week. 

The directors unanimously passed a bucket- 
shop resolution, which read as follows: ‘“‘Re- 
solved, That the secretary be directed to con- 
fer with the principal commercial exchanges 
of the country in view of the desirability of 
calling a convention consisting of three or four 
representatives from each exchange, for the 
purpose of agreeing upon a plan for the sup- 
pression of bucketship business and for such 
general consideration of the subject as will be 
of benefit to the commercial interests of the 
country.” 

There was unanimity of opinion regarding 
the beneficial results that such a convention 
might bring. If it materializes it will be a 
novel gathering, and will presage a relentless 
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Hugh Kelly, Arnold Marcus, 
Charles W. Drake, Stanley L. Conklin, 
Heman Dowd, Archer Brown, 
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war of extermination against the great enemy 
of exchange. 

The committee of twenty-five appointed re- 
cently by President Lyon to review the Board 
of Trade rules and regulations met Monday 
afternoon and organized with Charles D. 
Hammill as president and Homer Ash as sec- 
retary. Henry Norton, originally selected a 
chairman, had asked to be relieved from that 
duty for lack of time, but had declared his 
willingness to act as a member of the com- 
mittee. The committee yesterday decided to 
have Chairman Hammill] select a committee 
of seven to define the lines along which the 
rules shall be revised. This committee. will 
be selected to-day, and will report to a full 
meeting next Monday. Chairman Hammill 
was a member of the committee which drafted 
the present board rules fifteen years ago. 





This month’s receipts of cattle will run out 
about 226,000, the largest November total 
since 1894. The month’s total for sheep will 
reach about 305,000, the largest November re- 
ceipts on record for Chicago. The month’s 
receipts of hogs will be about 775,000, against 
912,668 last November.

Baltimore Firm’s Misfortune. 

A despatch on Wednesday said: “P. T. 
George & Co., one of the oldest provision and 
oil houses in Baltimore, is in financial trouble. 
The liabilities are between $325,000 and $400,- 
000. The assets are greater, but are not im- 
mediately available. The house has a rating 
from $500,000 to $1,000,000. The firm is com- 
posed of Philip T. George and his two sons, 
and was established in 1848. The sons had 
had the management of the business for the 
last few years. Members of the firm state 
that no assignment has been made, and they 
hope to arrange to liquidate their indebted- 
ness. Most of the firm’s paper is held by 
banks in Baltimore and other Eastern cities. 
It is said that all are well secured. The firm 
has extensive dealings with the packinghouses 
of Chicago and other Western cities. It is an 
extensive shipper of lard and other pork prod- 
ucts to Brazil and other South and Central 
American countries. The head of the firm, 
P. T. George, now 80 years old, was a pioneer 
in the trade with South America. He and 
his sons have always held the highest reputa- 
tion in financial and commercial circles. A 
meeting of the firm’s creditors was held yes- 
terday (Friday).” 





Secretary Martin’s Statistics. 


Secretary Charles F. Martin, of the Na- 
tional Live Stock Association, has been en- 
gaged in collecting and analyzing the market 
statistics on live stock for the first ten months 
in the year, with comparisons with the same 
period of 1898. The most important feature 
noticed is the great increase in slaughter, 
compared to the increase in receipts. Receipts 
of cattle from all sources show an increase of 
about 75,000 head, while the increase in 
slaughter is over 226,000 head. This same 
feature is even more noticeable in the sheep 
statistics. With a decrease of 180,000 head 
in receipts, there is an increase of 279,000 in 
consumption. To make matters worse there 
is also a marked decrease in the number of 
stockers and feeders returned to the country 
of both cattle and sheep. The tables are to 
be revised later in the year, and they are to 
be taken as an index of the general movement 
rather than absolute.

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PACKINGHOUSE NOTES. 


* Adolph Schneider will build a sausage fac- 
tory at Winona, Minn. It will be a first-class 
concern of its kind. 

* The Iowa Packing & Provision Company 
has a capacity of 100 beeves and 1,500 hogs 
a day. A new shed, 20x80 feet, is in course 
of building, north of the main plant. 

* The New London slaughterhouse, at 
Ocean avenue, New London, Conn., has been 
destroyed by fire. The building was one of 
that city’s first enterprises, and it was totally 
consumed. 

* The Armour Packing Company, of Kan- 
sas City, Mo., contemplates building a branch 
plant and cold storage at Hastings, Neb., or 
in the neighboring territory in the near future. 
Sites are now being looked into. 

* Messrs, Connell & Co. are feeding 1,000 
3-year-old steers at the Miam County oil mill 
stockyards. It is expected that several addi- 
tional carloads of cattle for breeding will ar- 
rive at that place in the near future. 

* The case of the United States against E. 
H. Hyneman for alleged importing of a lot of 
eattle, from Canada into Antlers, S. Dy at 
undervalued rates, has begun before Judge 
Carland in the Federal Court at Aberdeen. 

* The Topeka (Kan.) “Journal” says that 
3,500 sheep have arrived at the yards at Sol- 
omon, to be followed by 8,000 more. The big 
corn crop has enlisted the attention of the 
sheep men of the Northwest and at least 
20,000 sheep will be fattened in that county 
this winter. 

* The Nashville(Tenn.) city inspectors found 
several dressed hogs and other meat of an un- 
wholesome appearance, and promptly confis- 
cated it. The city health department is inaug- 
urating a crusade against the persons offering 
unwholesome food to their patrons, and will 
enforce the inspection law to the letter, when 
eases are discovered. 

* The Shorthorn Breeders’ Association has 
in its national treasury $40,000. George W. 
Glick, former governor of Kansas and a di- 
rector of the National Shorthorn Breeders’ 
Association, will ask that $5,000 of this money 
be appropriated for premiums at a show to be 
given in Kansas City, and will guarantee that 
Kansas City will do whatever may be neces- 
sary to make the show a success. 

* The Crescent Abattoir Company, of New 
Orleans, La., will establish a packinghouse 
at the stockyards in that city. Mr. A. B. 
Blakemore, the general manager of the Cres 
cent City Abattoir & Provision Company, is 
now looking through Northern and Western 
plants to see the actual nature of the machin- 
ery to be installed. The plans and specifica- 
tions for this plant will be drawn up upon 
his return to New Orleans, next week. 

* The system of fire protection at the John 
P. Squires’ packinghouse plant at East Cam- 
bridge, Mass., is an elaborate one. All :\c- 
vators and stairways are enclosed to prevent 
draughts. There are eight night watchmen 
and an electric clock. Automatic sprinklers 
have been generally installed throughout the 
plant, except in such places as fireproof boiler 
rooms, small detached sheds, cold storage 
rooms, etc. There is a private fire depart- 
ment of 125 men having a monthly drill. 

* W. F. Rankin, the cattle king of Targio, 
recently visiting at St. Joseph, Mo., had this 
to say, in part, in respect to business condi- 
tions: “I travel over the country a good deal 
in the course of my business, and I find condi- 
tions good everywhere, in all lines. Money 
is plentiful now, and good beef is high, so the 
feeders are doing all right. If beef stays 
where it is now there will be a good profit in 
the business; if it goes down—well, there will 
not be so much profit,” and he laughed as if 
he did not fear a drop very much. “Stock 
cattle are high—about as high as they have 
ever been.” 
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PRESERVATIVES IN FOOD. 


Interesting Trade Evidence. 


We take from the “Grocers’ Gazette,” Lon- 
don, Eng., the foNowing interesting excerpts 
of evidence before the departmental commit- 
tee of Sir Herbert Maxwell, Bart., M. P., 
F.. R. 8.; Prof. Thorpe, F. R. 8.; Dr. H. Turn- 
bull, Bulstrode, and Dr. Tunnicliff, which has 
been appoihted by the British government to 
inquire into the use of preservatives in food, 
and which met on November 14 at St. Steph- 
en’s House, Westminster, S. W.: 

Mr. J. Kellitt, J. P., of Liverpool, who was 
the first witness called, said he appeared on 
behalf of the Grocers’ Federation, which 
represented a very large body of grocers, and 
numbered about 13,000 members. He was a 
director of Fowler Bros., Ltd., American hog 
packers and provision merchants of Liverpool, 
and he had also had some forty-seven years’ 
experience as a wholesale provision dealer 
and retail shopkeeper. His attention had 
been called to the opposition in some quarters 
to the use of borax for preserving purposes, 
but his experience with hams and bacon had 
been that it was now almost absolutely neces- 
sary to use borax on account of the demand 
that existed for a mild-cured article. He had 
always called the preservative borax, and he 
did not know the difference between that and 
boracic acid. They had used borax when 
packing bacon and hams to prevent these 
goods getting into a slimy state whilst they 
were packed, and they had also used a pre- 
pared kind of borax, when unpacked, for dust- 
ing hams and bacon so as to prevent fly-blow. 
In his opinion, borax was a most effective 
preservative, especially for stopping fly-blow, 
which years ago was the cause of great loss 
in hams and bacon. He believed that 75 per 
cent. of the hams and bacon sold in Great 
Britain was treated with preservative. Bacon 
and hams used to be preserved by means of 
large’ quantities of salt, but they could not 
then make it mild, and the preserving by 
means of borax did away with the excessive 
saltness. Borax had, within his knowledge, 
been in use in bacon for the last twenty 
years, and with very satisfactory results; and 
he should say that when bacon or hams had 
been steeped, washed, dried and prepared for 
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cooking by the consumer, there was no borax 
in the goods at all. His experience had been 
a long and a varied one, and he had no hesi- 
tation in saying that the use of preservatives 
had resulted in those goods being sold under 
better conditions than they had ever been be- 
fore. Borax was not used in the curing of 
bacon and hams, but was used more in the 
preserving of these goods. The trade called 
the preservative borax; he had never heard 
it called boraeie acid. Since the use of borax 
as a preservative there had been a better sale 
of bacon and hams, and the effect of its use 
being prohibited would be very serious in- 
deed. He assumed that the increase in the 
sale of bacon and hams preserved by means 
of borax was due to the fact that it was 
more agreeable, more appreciated and much 
more satisfactory to the consumer; there was 
no doubt about that in his mind. 

As to the use of borax in butter, the public 
would not have the salted butter that they 
used to have years ago, but insisted on having 
it mild. He did not think they could use an 
excess of borax but what it would destroy the 
flavor of the butter. Replying to further 
questions, Mr. Kellitt said some people seemed 
to prefer tainted bacon to the other. The ba- 
con and hams were kept about six weeks in 
borax, which was sprinkled over the goods, 
when they were placed in the boxes. He un- 
derstood that Danish bacon and butter were 
not preserved in that way. 

Capt. Sandes, J. P., connected with some 
of the co-operative creameries in Ireland, next 
gave evidence, in the course of which he said 
that they used 1 pound of preservative to 
112 pounds of mild butter, and 1 pound of pre- 
servative and 3 pounds of salt to 112 pounds 
of salted butter. Preservatives had taken 
the place of salt, and the public would not 
touch salt butter as it used to be prepared. 
The whole system of buttermaking had been 
revolutionized, and he had never heard any 
complaint as to the use of preservatives. He 
thought it would be taking a very backward 
step to return again to the use of salt. Capt. 
Sandes described the process of buttermaking 
adopted at the creameries he represented and 
said that they sprinkled the preservative 
amongst the butter. The preservative was 
known to them as boracie acid. An experi- 
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ment had been tried by the Butter Merchants’ 
Association, in which a quantity of butter was 
divided into four equal parts, in No. 1 of 
which 1 pound of preservative was placed; in 
No. 2, 1 per cent, of preservative and 3 per 
cent of salt; No. 3, 3 per cent of salt, and in 
No. 4, 6 per cent. of salt. At the end of nine 
months it was found that whilst Nos. 1 and 2 
were in a satisfactory condition, Nos. 3 and 4 
were uneatable. He did not believe it would 
be possible to sell mild butter without the use 
of preservatives. They copied the system 
adopted in Denmark as much as they could 
and had instructors over there for that pur- 
pose. 

Prof, Thorpe pointed out that it was penal 
in Denmark to use preservatives. 

Mr. J. Wheeler Bennett said he represented 
the London Chamber of Commerce, and had 
been for about thirty-five years connected 
with the provision trade. For the past twenty 
years bacon had been preserved with a small 
sprinkling of borax. The preservative was 
not used in any way in the curing, but after 
the meat was cured, a slight sprinkling of 
borax was put over the surface. It was then 
sent from Great Britain to Canada—he repre- 
sented the largest curinghouse in the British 
Empire—and when here the bacon was taken 
out of the boxes, washed and cleaned, after 
which it was thoroughly drained for over 
twelve hours, smoked and dried out, so that 
everything on the surface was washed or 
rubbed off, and the bacon came out practically 
free from borax. They used about 4 ounces 
of borax to the side of bacon of 56 pounds, 
and he had with him statistics certified by the 
High Commissioner of Canada, showing that 
the trade had increased by leaps and bounds 
during the past ten years. The trade in Ca- 
nadian bacon was about 3,000 or 4,000 sides 


to 100 sides of English bacon. They consid- 
ered borax a most useful commodity for pre- 
serving purposes, and they had proved that 
over and over again during the past twenty 
years. If the consumer took the borax at all 
he only took it in the very slightest degree. 
They sprinkled borax only over the bacon, not 
boracic acid. In the curing of mild-cured ba- 
con it was necessary that the process of salt- 
ing should at a certain stage be stopped, and 
when it arrived at that stage the process of 
curing was absolutely stopped by the appli- 
cation of borax. If any considerable quantity 
of borax was absorbed in the product they 
would taste it at once, but the quantity used 
for preserving purposes was infinitesimal, and, 
as he had previously stated, this had practi- 
cally disappeared by the time it reached the 
consumer. If the bacon was kept in the 
boxes for very long it might absorb the borax 
to some extent, but it was not kept in these 
boxes long enough to do that. If the use of 
borax as a preservative was prohibited, the 
whole trade in mild-cured bacon would come 
to an end, for it would be absolutely useless to 
revert to the methods adopted prior to twenty 
years ago, when borax was not used in that 
way. The cure would be very harsh and dis- 
agreeable to the taste without the use of 
borax, and one effect of its prohibition would 
no doubt be to raise the price of bacon. The 
bacon, if it was to be mild, could not be pre- 
served in any other way; there was no other 
method of carrying mild-cured bacon. They 
had experimented in every direction, they had 
studied chemistry, and had consulted men of 
culture, and there was nothing better known 
as a preservative than a slight sprinkling of 
borax in order to produce a mild-cured article 
such as was suitable for the requirements of 
Great Britain. The increase in the sale of 
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Canadian bacon was not altogether accounted 
for by the increase in the population of this 
country, and therefore the inference to be 
drawn was that mild-cured bacon preserved 
with borax was agreeable to the palates of 
the English public. His firm were also agents 
for the sale of Australian and French but- 
ters, both of which were preserved by means 
of borax, and the trade in the first named had 
increased immensely, as it kept so much bet- 
ter preserved in this way than by the old- 
fashioned method. The practice adopted in 
France was to place the butter in a cloth 
wrapper that had been dipped in a solution 
of borax, and in this way, packed into bas- 
kets, it was sent to this country. He could 
not say as to the practice adopted in Aus- 
tralia, but he did know that in France the 
borax was not mixed with butter. If borax 
was present in butter in large quantities any 
ordinary person could detect it by its disa- 
greeable flavor. He had had some experience 
as to Irish butter, and he was not aware that 
it was mixed with borax. As to lard, he did 
not think there was any preservative in that 
if it was properly boiled. . 

The committee, at the conclusion of Mr. 
Bennett’s evidence, adjourned till the follow-

Rules Governing the Selection of Delegates 
to the Big Convention in Ft. Worth 
Next January. 


The following are the rules governing the 
selection of delegates to the National Live 
Stock Association, the next annual meeting of 
which will be held in Fort Worth next Jan- 
uary: 

The work of selecting delegates to the Na- 
tional Live Stock convention is already com- 
menced, and for the information of stockmen 
generally is published the following general 
information as to who can be delegates: 

Every State, territorial, county or other live 
stock association, whether sheep, cattle, horses 
or swine, if a member of the association, is 
entitled to one delegate for every 10,000 head 
of stock represented, or fraction of that num- 
ber. Such organization must first be a mem- 
ber of the association. 

Each state board of agriculture and each 
agricultural college is entitled to one dele- 
gate, who must pay a fee of $2.50. 

Each live stock commission exchange is en- 
titled to. one delegate-at-large and one dele- 
gate for each twenty-five members, provided 
said exchange is a member of the association. 

Each stockyard company, if a member of 
the association, is entitled to one delegate. 

Each railway and transportation company 
is entitled to one delegate, if a member of the 
association. 

Each chamber of commerce is entitled to one 
delegate for every 100 members, if it is a 
member of the association. 

Each dairyman’s association if a member 
of the national association, is entitled to one 
delegate. 

Each state irrigation association is entitled 
to one delegate, if a member of the associa- 
tion, 

The governor of each State and Territory 
may appoint three delegates-at-large, who 
shall each pay a fee of $2.50. 

In counties where there are no stock organ- 
izations, the county commissioners may ap- 
point one delegate, who must be a stockman 
and who must pay a fee of $2.50 each. 

Only delegates are allowed to vote in the 
convention. Where any association member 
is not represented by the full number of dele- 
gates to which it is entitled, the delegates 
present may cast the full vote of such asso- 
ciation, provided they have authority from the 
secretary of such association so to do. 

Delegates appearing as proxy for absent 
delegates must have written authority from 
such absent delegate so to act. 

All live stock associations in the United 
States are entitled to membership in the na- 
tional association by paying a membership 
fee of $10 and an annual sum of 25 cents per 
each 1,000 head of stock represented. Rail- 
way and transportation companies, stockyards 
companies, live stock exchanges, sanitary 
boards and similar organizations may become 
members by paying the membership fee of 
$10 and an annual assessment of $2.50 for 
each delegate to the convention. 

Delegates’ fees may be paid to the secre- 
tary at the convention or may be forwarded 
in advance. 


A number of large breeders’ associations 
have become members of the National Live 
Stock Association. The breeders of pure 
bred beef cattle realize that their best custom- 
ers for some years to come will be the cattle- 
men in the Great West and they propose to 
get better acquainted. By joining the na- 
tional association they come in closer touch 
with the stockmen, who produce the great 
bulk of the meat supply of the country. The 
breeders want to know the rangemen, but 





not more than the rangemen want to know the 
breeders. They need each other. 





There has been a number of inquiries as to 
how stockmen may attend the National Live 
Stock convention at Fort Worth from sections 
where there are no local stock associations. 
The constitution of the association provides 
that in all counties not having a regular stock 
organization the county commissioners of such 
county may appoint one delegate from among 
the stockmen of that county, who becomes a 
delegate by paying a fee of $2.50. The ap- 
pointment is left to the judgment of the 
county commissioners.—Denver Stockman,

MAGNIFICENT NEW COACHES. 

The Empire State Express of the New 
York Central has been provided with four 
mammoth and magnificent new coaches. By 
the courtesy of General Passenger Agent 
Daniels a party from Rochester were re- 
cently afforded an opportunity of riding on 
the Empire State. The handsome new 
coaches are 70 feet in length and seat the 
large number of 86 persons, as compared 
with 50 to 72, the seating capacity of the 
average coach. The entire seating capacity 
of the four cars making up the train is 257, 
exclusive of standing room, which is more 
often at a premium than otherwise. The 
long aisles of the cars make a beautiful ap- 
pearance. 

The drawing-room car, with café included, 
is a splendid product of the car-builder’s 
skill. The arrangements for the chefs are 
marvelous and the space assigned for their 
use is almost incomprehensibly small. Be- 
sides refrigerators and other contrivances for 
earrying the dishes and articles of food, 
there is a new steak broiler, capable of cook- 
ing nine steaks at once, and provided with 
the Pintsch gas for doing its work, instead 
of an oil stove as formerly. By this means 
steaks rivaling those of any grill room are 
served without the taste or odor of the oil 
stoves. Meals are served in all four coaches 
and on the European plan. A porter accom- 
panies each car. 


The beautiful vestibules can be utilized by 
persons desiring to see the country, and every 
appointment of the train so tends to the 
traveler's comfort and enjoyment that the 
Empire State Express has well earned the 
reputation accorded it, not only in Amer- 
ica, but all over the world. 

The attention of old-timers around the Chi- 
eago stockyards is challenged by the great 
difference in the range cattle of 1899 as com- 
pared with the Texas and Northwestern 
steers of ten years ago.

Answers to Correspondents. 


A. B, F., MEMPHIS, TENN.—The matter 
you refer to is treated fully in our book upon 
the Manufacture of Cottonseed Oil. We 
think that you should have a copy of this as 
that subject, with many others, is covered 
in full. 

ELGIN NO. 1.—Rancid butter if not too 
bad may be recovered by several inexpensive 
processes. Of course, your butter can be sold 
to butter renovators for a very small consid- 
eration, but you can do better by reclaiming 
it yourself. We have several tried and good 
formulae for this purpose which we can fur- 
nish you, if desired. 

JOHN HUBER.—We have repeatedly 
stated in these columns that it is impossible to 
name or make a universal panacea for any 
and all waters which may cause trouble in 
boilers; least of all is it possible to prescribe 
any of the numerous concoctions to prevent 
the formation of scale. There are in the mar- 
ket some very effective mechanical appliances 
which prevent scale by removing the scale- 
producing elements before the water enters 
into the boiler; there are also a few chemical 
compounds which added to the water will pre- 
cipitate those elements in form of a loose mud 
rather than a hard scale; such loose mud can 
easily be removed by frequent “blowing off” 
of the boilers. We can only be of real service 
to you in this matter if you will send us a 
sample (at least a quart) of your water; we 
ean then easily name the best and most eco- 
nomical remedy for your trouble. 


J. O. J., BOSTON.—The average hide will 
weigh about 60 to 65 pounds. If you have 
salt stains on your hides, they are very likely 
due to the use of a low grade salt in curing. 
The green stains you mention are most prob- 
ably caused by contact with copper some- 
where. Perhaps some pieces of copper wire 
from electric wiring got mixed with your salt 
in the salt bin. It is impossible to remove 
these from the hide without injuring it. 2. 
The cause of the hair slipping from your 
hides we have fully explained in a letter to 
you. 








AUSTRALIAN PROGRESS. 


W. P. Reeves, Agent General for New Zea- 
land in London, who represented Australia 
at the International Commercial Congress at 
Philadelphia, in a recent interview referred 
with pride to the fatherly interest the Govern- 
ment of Australia has for its millions of sub- 
jects, and said in part: 

“The co-operative system is responsible for 
the growth of a number of industries in Aus- 
tralia: Bspecially is this true of dairying. 
Of 132 butter factories in New Zealand 105 
are run on the co-operative plan. There are 
74 cheese factories, 16 combination butter and 
cheese factories and 144 skimming stations. 
Some of the butter factories turn out three 
tons of butter a day. The butter and cheese 
are sent to Government stores to be graded, 
and then frozen and kept in storage a month 
free of cost to the maker. 


“Fhe Agricultural Department receives re- 
ports from the graders, which are in turn sent 
to the factories. Each parcel of produce is re- 
ported upon and the reports are attached to 
the bills of lading. The dairy interests are 
looked after by a head of the department, com- 
missioners, instructors and lecturers. The 
latter lecture at factories and give directions 
much the same as a teacher of cookery in this 
country gives instructions in the culinary art.”

A FURTHER ADVANCE OF AT LEAST 
TWO CENTS PER GALLON IN NEW

The theory of a reduced production of oil, 
and which we estimated at least two nronths 
since of 25 per cent. on last year’s remark 
ably large yield, to bringing the supply this 
year about up to the average of seasons pre- 
vious to last year has this week more believ- 
ers among the trade than before this season. 
Irom ideas of a remarkably large production 
and that oil would be cheap enough in No- 
vember and December, some of the trade more 
recently were willing to concede a loss of, 
perhaps, 10 per cent. in the production, while 
they have finally wound up with the belief of 
a shortage in the full degree indicated. And 
this opinion is now held by essentially the 
trade as a whole. A lessened production of 
oil as compared with last year means more 
than would seem at first sight; there are cer 
tain sources of consumption that must have 
quite as much of the product as last year, 
even around current prices, and because their 
manufactured goods have at least as an ex- 
tensive sale as then, while no other oil could 
be had at equal prices as a substitute; more- 
over, the cotton oil would be taken in certain 
large sources of consumption -most freely, 
as compared with other oilsg in any contin- 
gency; it is well safe to say that these larger 
sources of consumption are behind this year 
in making contracts ahead, because they had 
hopes that the excitement in cotton oil would 
be abated in November and December and 
that they would be able to come in and sup- 
ply upon a more favorable basis. This, of 
course, excludes material consideration of the 
compound ard trading, and which will prob- 
ably be held in abeyance as long as possible, 
on account of the unsatisfactory line of prices 
for pure lard, and which does not warrant 
briskness of interest on the part of the com- 
pound lard makers over the oil, since their 
product cannot be offered in view of the high 
cost of the oil, and notwithstanding the lower 
prices latterly for the oleo-stearine, at prices 
so distinctly favorable as in the previous 
years, for expectations at least, at once, of a 
corresponding liberal trading in it. The con- 
sumption of cotton oil soaps here and in Eu- 
rope, and particularly at our Western mar- 
kets are of most significance at least for the 
near future, while it is safe to say that cot- 
ton oil soaps are more extensively used now, 
than ever before, while they are steadily gain- 
ing largely in favor with consumers. That 
cotton oil would have further support if tallow 
should harden in price seems probable; we 
do not look for a lively market for tallow this 
side of the new year, because in the interim 
there is always a lull from the home trade, 
but there are signs that exporters want tal- 
low at current prices; indeed, that they have 
bid %e advanced prices for it, but feel that 
if they show their hands on large lots they 
will spring the market against them further 
in view of the moderate stocks at present on 








sale. Stocks of tallow abroad are less than 
usual and the Australian shipments for next 
year of it do not now promise a material in- 
crease on the moderate amounts of the past 
year. But we do not think that the entire re- 
cent advance on cotton oil is due to the ma- 
terially modified production and the well 
recognized liberal wants for consumption for 
the season. There are features for strength 
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and buoyancy apart from that. It is well un- 
derstood that oil is needed for contract de- 
liveries, that had been placed at the blush of 
the season and a little later, for November 
and December deliveries, and at prices very 
much lower than those prevailing, and the 
mills in consequence now get a start in their 
views over prices on every showing of these 
demands. Some of the dealers in foreign 
markets are short of this oil as well, yet at 
the same time other foreign sources got most 
of the cheap oil and they are sitting down 
comfortably waiting for its delivery. Never- 
theless Europe wants a good deal of oil, and 
it has in a general sense been yery much out 
of the way in its opinions over the course of 
the oil market. Of course, with the senti- 
ments expressed by the mills of “don’t want

When the 
sheriff went to the factory he was told that 
the plant was covered by a chattel mortgage 
of $15,000. The company was incorporated 
on October 1, 1896, with a capital stock of

COLD STORAGE AND REVENUE TAX. 

Commissioner Wilson, of the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau, has made a decision in which 
he says that articles deposited in cold storage 
warehouse for thirty days or more must be 
regarded as prima facie liable to warehouse 
receipt tax as goods held for storage and not 
primarily for preservation, 


IVORY IN COLD STORAGE. 

Dealers in ivory goods mention a new de- 
velopment in the trade. With the opening 
up of Central Africa the elephant will have 
to go, and with it the African ivory supply. 
It seems a strange subversion of popular as- 
sociation of ideas in connection with the ivory 
market that the supply of the near future will 
be derived, as travelers now maintain, not 
from tropical lands, but from the frozen re- 
gions of the far North. It is stated that the 
amount of ivory that is hidden in the ice fields 
of the polar regions defies estimate. The 
rapid decrease in the herds of elephants in 
Africa has turned the search of merchants 
into other directions, and the industry is con- 
centrating itself on special explorations for 
the finding of the remains of mammoths. Re 
ports are constantly coming in of finds of 
frozen carcasses of these huge beasts, valu- 


able for the mass of ivory in their tusks, in 
the tundras of the North, mainly in Siberia. 
—St. Louis Republic.

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A CO-OPERATIVE SCHEME AND 
SPEECH KILLED BY PROSPERITY. 


For some time an effort was made to get the 
small stock slaughterers of Greater New York 
and Jersey City to combine on by-products for 
their mutual benefit. The movement found 
fayor and began to take shape. A general 
plan had been virtually agreed upon by sev- 
eral of the most important of these concerns, 
and a meeting for a discussion of the details 
of the scheme to fuse and weld it was ar- 
ranged when a tide set in against action at 
present. The chief spirit in the organization— 
his firm being one of the largest of the metro- 
politan abattoir companies involved—had gone 
so far as to prepare his address to the assem- 
blage. Prosperity killed the consolidation 
scheme. We publish the speech anyway as 
containing important data on an existing state 
of affairs: 

“Gentlemen: We have assembled here for 
the purpose of discussing among ourselves 
matters pertaining to the welfare of our trade, 
especially those of our wool and leather inter- 
ests. We are all aware from past and pres- 
ent experience that, while we are annually 
expending vast sums and laboring unusually 
hard, we are not receiving anything like a fair 
return for our capital and energies thus ex- 
pended. In view of the fact that all leading 
manufacturers throughout the country are 
agreed that the only remedy for existing evils 
such as high cost of raw products and labor, 
is to combine for mutual advantages in order 
to minimize the cost of our products, labor 
and supplies. With the few firms engaged in 
the wool pulling trade in this city and vicin- 
ity I believe it should be an easy matter to 
form a pool or co-operative association for the 
purpose of having all wool skins turned into 
one factory and worked under one manage- 
ment, consisting of a board of directors se- 
lected annually for the government of the com- 
bined interests. Let us consider the advan- 
tages to all concerned to be derived from such 
a movement: First, a uniform price for all 
skins, weight and size being equal; an extru 
premium to be paid for skins yielding above a 
certain amount of wool each month. The 
skins all being brushed and pulled in one fac- 
tory will make each grade of wool of a uni- 
form quality, which will enhance their value 
by having large quantities of equal grades, 
making it easier for selling to the larger mills. 
They prefer to buy in large quantities from 
one place, thus lessening the cost of buying 
and selling. We will also establish a reputa- 
tion for turning out good wools, thus causing 
the factories to come to us for stock. Second, 
such an arrangement will bring the buyer and 
seller into a closer and a more profitable rela- 
tionship. I have no doubt that in a short time 
we will be able to sell our entire output direct 
to the manufacturers. The immense saving 
in the item of selling alone will more than pay 
a handsome profit on your invested capital. 

You all know that the middle man reaps a 
rich harvest annually from your labors with- 
out investing a dollar in your business. You 
may advance the argument that he obtains the 
customers, but let me say this, without your 
labor and your product he would not need his 
customers. If you can deliver the goods to 
the factory better and cheaper you will not 
need the services of the middle man. At all 
hazards the manufacturers will need you and 
your products for its finished fabric. Another 
and a most important fact to be considered is 
that the present time seems ripe for such a 
movement on our part as is here proposed. 


Wool has recovered from that depression 


under which, like al] articles of commerce, it 
has been laboring during the past year. Money 
can be obtained as loans, if desired, and can 
be freely had at 75 or 80 per cent. of its mar- 
ket value at the lowest rate of interest that 
Under such con- 


has ever been offered to us. 





ditions, which will allow us to store our wools 
in our own factories, we can show a saving 
of large sums in interest, the charges of stor- 
ing, carting and handling of the wools. 

“One of the largest and soundest financial 
institutions in this city stands ready to-day to 
enter into such an arrangement with us, an 
arrangement which will allow us to handle 
and to finance all of our output without the 
assistance of any middlemen. 

“Let us consider the item of labor alone 
under present conditions. Each puller work- 
ing separately finds himself in one month with 
more skins than he can pull, and the next 
month, owing to the fierce and unbusiness-like 
competition which prevails, he can hardly keep 
his factory going on half time. This not only 
demoralizes himself but his whole working 
force, who are, as a consequence, compelled 
to shift from place to place to find work and 
to demand higher wages because of the uncer- 
tainty of obtaining steady employment at their 
fickle trade. With one factory constantly 
working these evils would be wiped out, with 
the result that labor and wages would be bet- 
ter regulated and the most competent work- 
men selected for our combined service. 

“We next come to the matter of water, sup- 
plies and coal. We need a factory equipped 
with a good artesian well or a good river 
water supply, as the cost of Croton water to- 
day is a serious item in your business. You 
should also have boilers equipped with the 
most modern smoke consumers, in order to en- 
able you to use soft coal, which is cheaper. 
In these two items of water and coal alone a 
vast sum of money would be saved each year 
to the association. We are all aware of the 
fact that we use more or less of miscellaneous 
supplies. 

“The purchasing of these in large quanti- 
ties would enable us to buy to better advan- 
tage than by our present method. You will 
also be able to dispense with many high priced 
foremen in the different factories, needing but 
one for the consolidated concern, as all the 
work can be done under the supervision of 
one foreman and an assistant, who in turn 
will be responsible to the board of managers 
selected for that purpose. 


“We will now consider another and an 
equally important branch of the trade. I refer 
to the pickled sheepskin business. At pres- 


ent, there is a scarcity of domestic pickled 
skins, a condition which is likely to exist for 
a few years in our country. 

“We find ourselves already in competition 
with the product of foreign countries which 
are admitted free of duty, thanks to your own 
inconsistent and almost stupid action when 
the question of a tariff on these goods was 
being agitated and discussed at the passage of 
the Dingley bill, and later when the question 
was at your very door last spring—I mean 
when the Appraiser of the Port of New York 
was in favor classifying them as partly man- 
ufactured goods, which they really are, and 
should be taxed as such. You did not exert 
yourselves in looking after your own interest, 
and allowed an unfavorable decision to be 
given. 

“Taking all these facts into consideration, I 
see no reason why the members of our trade 
should not organize at once in order to end 
existing costly evils and reap the benefits of 
the present prosperity experienced throughout 
the country.”

A Savory Beefsteak. 

If you wish to have a savory and at the same 
time a tender beefsteak, you should cook it in 
the following manner: Procure a nice “aitch 
bone”’ steak, which must not be less than an 
inch and a half thick, lay it on a dish, rub it 
over with salad oil on both sides, sprinkle with 
pepper, and let it remain in this marinade for 
two hours before cooking. If a frying-pan 
must be used and grilling is impossible, make 
the pan hot on the stove, put the steak in 
without any dripping, and fry quickly so as to 
form of coating to keep in the juices. Turn 
with steak tongs, or by the fat, and when 
done sufficiently dish up on a hot dish and 
pour the gravy round. On the steak place 
some little lumps of green butter. Green 
butter is made by mixing a lump of butter 
with a teaspoonful of finely chopped parsley 


and a dash of lemon juice; it gives a delicious 
flavor to the meat. 


To Warm Up a Joint. 

Sometimes it happens, even with the best of 
cooks, that a joint when cut at table proves 
to be underdone, and before it can be used 
again something has to be done with it, and 
hashing it is an unprofitable method with a 
large quantity of meat. Many people object 
to re-warming a joint on the score of its being 
wasteful, the joint when rewarmed in the oven 
becoming dry and hard. Have you tried 
wrapping an underdone joint in a thickly but- 
tered paper, so that it is completely enveloped 
in it? By this method the steam will prevent 
the meat from becoming hard and dry. and 
the joint will warm through in half the time. 
In warming up meat it is a good plan to 
make a little fresh gravy to serve with the 
joint. 
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** Harry Mausert has opened his meat 
market at Stamford, Mass. He is doing an 
excellent trade and extending it by running a 
cart through the town. 

** The venison season for New York is 
now over. Shops must not either have, hold 
or sell the flesh of the deer. They cannot 
even keep a piece for a customer without be- 
ing had up and fined for the statutory offense. 
men don’t know it—you can eat the humbler 
rabbit. Let venison alone until the law gets 
around to an easy place again, and be content 
with the “Dachhund” deer, which is a hare. 
Long Island is full of deer, and Gus Nowak 
is a fine shot, but sheriffs are also good bag- 
gers. Some shrewd one tried to catch Rich- 
ard Webber’s big house on this “out of sea- 
son” line, but the Harlem Packinghouse 
never violates the law, and you could not 
even get the smell of venison there. 

** Mr. Mauer, of the “Oxford Market,” 
Hudson, N. Y., is making the prices meet the 
times. He is doing a good trade up his way. 

** The butchers of Cincinnati, that is, those 
of the Seventh Street Market, had an« im- 
promptu roll-up against the roller skating rink 
there, and asked the Council Committee on 
Markets to squelch the rumbling nuisance. 

** The condemnation proceedings at West 
Washington market will be a matter for fu- 
ture history. There is no pressing need and 
no haste contemplated under the measure pro- 
viding for the condemnation of the property 
from Bloomfield to Fourteenth street and 
from Tenth avenue to the river. The Dock 
Board is not excited over the matter. Our of- 
ficial information is to this effect. 

** Every one was sad at the news of the 
death of Simon Downey, the well-known small 
stock slaughterer at Jersey City, N. J. He 
died on Nov. 18 at his residence, 35744 Grove 
street, Jersey City. Mr. Downey was only 
59 years of age. He was buried on Monday 
of last week. Mrs. Downey and children 
survive the deceased. 

The importance of his business may be seen 
from the fact that the abattoir slaughtered 
about 140,000 sheep and lambs alone per year. 


** On Sunday afternoon last the premises 
of the Passaic Beef Company on the Erie 
Railroad, at Passiac, N. J., was destroyed by 
fire. In the building at the time there were 
something like 20,000 pounds of beef and 2,- 
000 Thanksgiving turkeys. The loss is esti- 
mated at about $6,000. The fire originated in 
the smokehouse. A carload of chickens on 
the track at the side of the house were also 
burned. The fire started from an explosion.
